1, Attached herewith a oopy of a report reeelred 
from SCl/z Milan on Subjoot and hie activities in Milan* 

2, "Walter", who is aentloned at paragraph 14 of 
tha attached, is probably identical with the "Walther" of our 
JBX-697 of 10 August 1945. 

3* ZIMMER has become the Cl "ghost” of this theater, 
just escaping our unit's net in Milan md hawing equal suooess 
in Rome. He is evidently receiving protection froa same high 
AFB} quarter an the basis of his contribution to the Sunrise 
operation. 

4* SCl/Z Milan has been considerably exercised by tha 
sloppiness with which the oase has been handled ami the apparent 
"da mnin g -up" which takes place when straight questions are 
asked. 

5. We, for our part, see no parti cular reason why 
ZHUER should be treated any differently from General^WOLFF, 
who as you knar was plaoed at the disposition of CSDIC here 
and thoroughly exploited before being moved to Suremberg for 
the War Crimea trials. ZIMMER, in our estimation, should be 
given at Isaat a oomplete tactical interrogation on Abt VI 
activities in the Milan area, details of which, from all avail*, 
able evidence, he knows thoroughly*

2. Mr^t^ZZATI 1 a staff remained in tho rill* to take 
care of the German* and were aa follows « “^BATTISTA, the portiere 
with his wife, a housekeeper by the ont of Slgporf'lftZI (Austrian) 
who also was employed as interpreter, amf TERESA, TDM’s maid. 



3. SAEVEAK* a group was responsible for the arrest of 
many 'Jews and their families in Milan and its environs and for 
the sequestration of their property and that of partisans, etc, 
Tbd villa was filled with loot, whioh was brought fro* every part 
of the ooontryt works of art, jewels, ailverware (even that 
taken from synagogues), and whioh was sent, to Germany regularly, 
Tho villa had a H/T set on the top floor. During the day, the 
Germans worked at the San Vittore Arison, 

4. In April 1944, the interpreter HQFFEHBOCK made a 
private bid for ah apartment in a house on'Yia Cimarosa 22 
(which then belonged to a man oalle^tETI) for an -SS off doer 

who was expeoted fro* Genoa, An agreement was reaohed between \\ 
the owner of the house and Lt .^' B aUIPIRIIBSR , who was in oharge 
of administration at the Albergo He gin* in Milan, through the 
interpreter RIZZX, 

5. In early May 1944, Dr. Guido ZDQES arrived with 
a German secretary and took over the apartment. All the in- 
habitants of Villa Lussati came to oall on Mw+ Aooording to 
Genovese Jews, who had esoaped and who were living at the time 
in the sauna villa at Via Cimarosa 22, ZIMUER’s work in Genoa 
had consisted of spying on and tracking down Jaws. 
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6* In Milan, on the other hand, ZIMMER’ s work seemed 
v0 ilong slhsr lingua ii«uvu{u u»u an on offloe 

and acted as head of the polioe, he began to oonduot private 
deals, an the side, with Italians, trafficking in goods, and 
made a great deal of money, whioh enabled him to live in luxury. 



7. Except for a few times when ZQQER’s wife, 
Catarina, add oh i Id were staying at the villa, tho plaoe was 
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filled with women, both German and Itali an. One of ZIlfiER’n \ 
mistresses waa a Dutch woman, Gl aklin'foTZ, who appeared to ^ 
wort: for the Germans. It is belisved that she can now be 
looated at her Tilla on the IaIcb of Pusiano. 



8. One of ZOOfER* a collaborators was Baron PARRILI 






(the brother-in-law of Count POSS, living in Corao Monforts 50) . A, 
Another was C arletto^OSSI , Via Degli Arditi 39«' W Z1MBELLI w as cJr 
in o barge of obtaining food and other things. 



9. ZIMMER also worked on the repatriation of Italians 
who had been interned in Germany but ha only occupied himself 
with oases o cn oe ruing members of wealthy families * 



10. ZIMMER also made ooonaetions with a group of 
Partisans, as he had saved Col. v VUETTI of the Gruppo D'Annunzio 
from death. 



11. In early June, the seoond floor of the hous*. was 
oooupied by Oapt. SA2VEKE, the director of the San Vittore Jail. 
SAEVBKE furnished the house completely with furniture taken 
from the apartment of Signora Wanda' MALVK2Z I , Via Anelli A, 
a partisan who had been arrested the end of May 1944.

12. In early November 1944, the 
villa waa oooupied by two members of the SSi 
whose parents liveg. in Sicily and whose wife and child were in \ 
Moreno, and Kuoki/uRUOrtiflER , who lived in Como. They assisted lAs 
ZIMMER in his trafficking in stolen goods. 






13. In January 1943, the partnership between the 
three men came to. an end. This was probably, as a result. of 
ZIMMER's starting to save his skin by contacting partisans 
and even American elements . 

14. In early April 1945, ZIMMER got rid of his 

friends and, as sole occupant of the third floor, had an „ w 

Amerioan by the. name of %ALSR, with a transmitting set, lire^ c, 

with hi*. WALTER was visited off and on by another of his £.U ooLCk-*-*- 
oompatriota and remained hidden there until he escaped to 
Switzerland, via Ponte Chiasao on 13 April, in a oar driven by 
a oertain AROSIO from Cernobbio. 




15. ZIMMER left for Switzerland two days earlier, 
that is on the 14th of April, in an Aprilia Boneoohi sport
